Dispute Over Technocracy 


Is ‘Ciatbuaiais 


Undiminished

On a general estimate. based on use | 
of the most efficient machines and | 
practices now available, technocracy 
has said that between 12.000,000 and 
15,000,000 people could do everything 
required to run the nation. 
As for debt, technocracy calculates 
that the present debt is about $215,- 
.000,000, and that it is certain to 
increase in the present system. Tech- 
nocracy says there are bonds now out 
on machines which have been dis- 
mantled because mechanical advance 
has made new machines more effi- 
cient. Technocracy argues that such 
advance will be more and more rapid. 
Critics of technocracy say that the 
figures are for isolated instarces, that 
they are incorrect in several instances, 
grossly exaggerated in others, and un- 
fairly interpreted in others. One of 
the first public critics was Jobn Van 
Deventer, editor of Iron Age and an} 
expert in his- field.
